Man convicted of 
murder to hit the 
‘big book’ again 

trial The Alberta Court of 
Appeal has ruled a Red 
Deer man convicted of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder will 
get a new trial. 

The court in Edmonton 
ruled that Paul White, 
who was 18 at the time, 
should never have been 
forced to conduct his own 
defence without benefit of 
a lawyer. 

White went through sev¬ 
eral lawyers during his tri¬ 
al for the 2005 knifing 
death of Grant Shoemaker. 

The trial judge eventual¬ 
ly told him the charge 
would proceed whether he 
had counsel or not. 

But White proved com¬ 
pletely ignorant of the 
law, at one point referring 
to the Criminal Code of 
Canada as “the big book 
with all the rules in it.”

Doctor returns after treating 
Haitians with 'great hearts' 


Haiti 

Crisis 


aid Back from the hellish 
City of the Sun district of 
Port-au-Prince, Haiti, Dr. Do¬ 
minic Allain said he just 
wanted to help people who 
have been through so 
much. 

Known for its extreme vi¬ 
olence and rampant gangs, 
the district became home to 
the Edmonton doctor while 
he worked in a relief hospi¬ 
tal alongside Haitian med¬ 
ical officials. 

Medecins du Monde, the 
France-based non-profit or¬ 
ganization that runs the 
camp, contacted Allain a 
few days after the quake, 
asking for his expertise. 

“They’ve been there for 
10 years and I thought it 
would be a neat opportuni¬ 
ty,” he said. 

Allain had been in Haiti 
before in 2008, working on 
a malnutrition project. The 
University of Alberta doctor

specializes in pediatrics, but 
said he ended up treating 
eveiyone. Many patients 
needed emergency proce¬ 
dures. 

“We tried to avoid being 
inside the large brick build¬ 
ings,” he said. The night¬ 
time aftershocks struck fear 
into workers and victims 
who would come out of 
their tent homes. 

“The people in general 
were great and veiy happy 
to be getting help and assis¬ 
tance ... Part of that is the 
Haitian culture and people 
who have great hearts 
though they are extremely 
poor,” he said. “The people 
are veiy strong and willing 
to help themselves.”

Toyota woes 
may give man 
his freedom 


Ever since his 1996 Toyota 
Camry shot up an 
interstate ramp, plowing 
into the back of an 
Oldsmobile in a horrific 
crash that killed three peo¬ 
ple, Koua Fong Lee insist¬ 
ed he had done everything 
he could to stop the car. 

A jury didn’t believe him, 
and a judge sentenced him 
to eight years in prison. 

But now, new revelations 
of safety problems with Toy- 
otas have Lee pressing to get 
his case reopened and his 
freedom restored. 

Relatives of the victims — 
who condemned Lee at his 
sentencing three years ago 
— now believe he is inno¬ 
cent and are planning to sue 


Toyota. 

The prosecutor who sent 
Lee to prison said the case 
merits another look. 

“I know 100 per cent in 
my heart that I took my 
foot off the gas and that I 
was stepping on the brakes 
as hard as possible,” Lee 
said in an interview 
Wednesday at the state 
prison in Lino Lakes, Minn. 

“When the brakes were 
looked at and we were told 
that nothing was wrong 
with the brakes, I was 
shocked.” 

Lee’s accident is among a 
growing number of cases 
that are getting new atten¬ 
tion since Toyota’s prob¬ 
lems.

Residents in the eastern portions of Mill Woods will be using the new Meadows 
Transit Centre starting April 25. The opening of this community based bus 
terminal is largely due to the neighbourhood growth in the area as well as the 
opening of the LRT line. Located at 1 7 Street and 40 Avenue, Meadows will 
expand transit service in the neighbourhoods of Tamarack, Wild Rose, Larkspur 
and Maple Ridge. A bonus for those who want to park their vehicles and ride 
ETS is the paved parking lot adjacent to the transit centre. It has space for over 
300 vehicles, with Help phones, CCTV and enhanced lighting. 


The opening of Southgate and Century Park LRT stations brings LRT service to 
south Edmonton on April 25. After nearly four long years of construction and 
traffic snarls, citizens living in south Edmonton neighbourhoods will be able to 
take the train into Downtown in about 1 8 minutes. Now on the home stretch for 
the start of regular service, ETS is testing the tracks and systems to make sure 
they function properly, and the line is safe for public use.

ETS will be opening its first new garage in over 25 years when Centennial 
Garage goes into service in mid April. Located at Ellerslie Road and 
156 Street, the new facility will house routes providing service primarily to 
neighbourhoods in west and southwest Edmonton, as well as Downtown.

The question is - who benefits? 


- veiyday we learn 

about a new city 

- initiative, changes 

to a city bylaw, 

_ amendments to 

the city’s zoning regula¬ 
tions, and so on. Unless we 
are directly affected by 


these changes, most of us 
just shrug our shoulders 
and keep on keeping on. 

It’s only when someone 
like Daiyl Katz says the 
city should pony up $400 
million for a new arena 
that we really start to pay 
attention. That’s too bad, 
because it allows people 
with vested interests in 
changing the status quo to 
get what they want with¬ 
out having to answer un¬ 
comfortable questions as 
to why they want what 
they want. 

What all of us should do 


whenever we see things 
like yet more dollars being 
sunk into dubious ven¬ 
tures such as the Indy or a 
pitch to have an Expo here 
is ask ourselves, “cui 
bono?” 

“Cui bono” is a legal 
term of Latin origin that 
means “utility, advantage, 
or self-interest considered 
as the determinant of val¬ 
ue or motivation.” In sim¬ 
pler words, it poses the 
question, “who benefits?” 

That is exactly the ques¬ 
tion we should be asking 
ourselves about recent lim¬ 


its put on donations to 
those running for civic of¬ 
fice. Changes to the Local 
Authorities Election (Con¬ 
tribution and Finance) 
Amendment Act limit do¬ 
nations from individuals, 
companies or unions to 
$5,000. 

This change has really 
irked the mayor and some 
members of city council. 
According to them, the 
province has no right to in¬ 
terfere in the election of 
civic politicians and the 
changes are not needed. So 
let’s ask, “cui bono?” 


Who benefits from the 
status quo and who bene¬ 
fits from the changes? 

The status quo clearly 
benefits developers and 
unions. They forked over 
wads of cash during the 
last election. And what did 
they get in return? Well, 
that’s anybody’s guess. But 
one can reasonably assume 
they wanted something 
more than a warm feeling 
in their hearts from play¬ 
ing an active role in 
democracy. What were the 
benefits to you and me? 
Nothing that I can identify. 


And who benefits from 
the changes to the legisla¬ 
tion? Well, that question is 
a little easier to answer. I 
think you and I do. It is im¬ 
portant for all of us to 
know who has the finan¬ 
cial ability to influence the 
decisions of city council. At 
the very least, the changes 
in legislation can help as¬ 
sure us that our city coun¬ 
cillors and mayor have not 
been bought and paid for.

IOC president marvels at Vancouver 


When Jacques Rogge made 
his first visit to Canada as 
president of the Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee, 
he encountered a nation in 
mourning. 

He arrived during the 
NHL lockout in 2004 and 
everywhere he went, all he 
heard about was the lack of 
hockey. 

“I discovered your pas¬ 
sion for hockey when I first 
came here,” Rogge said in 
an interview. 

Now he’s returned to find 
a nation in celebration. 
Canada won four medals 
Wednesday and defeated 
Russia in men’s hockey to 
advance to the semifinal. 

Rogge was there for one 


of them, sitting alongside 
the speedskating track in 
Richmond as Clara Hughes 
took to the ice for her final 
race, winning a bronze. 

The IOC president, who 
has presided over two prior 
Winter Games, marvelled 
at the full house in the 
oval, even on a rainy mid¬ 
week afternoon. 

While Dutch fans wear¬ 
ing orange roared for their 
teams, he said their spirit 
was old hat — their coun¬ 
try is next to his native 
home of Belgium, he point¬ 
ed out, and he knows them 
well. 

But the Canadians? 

“I have never seen a city 
embrace the Games as Van-

couver has done, it’s really 
been astounding,” he told a 
small group of reporters. 

“I would say Sydney 
comes at the same level, 
but you cannot compare 
Summer and Winter 
Games. What we have seen 
here, in the streets of Van¬ 
couver, is absolutely ex- 
traordinaiy.” 

While it’s true that Cana¬ 
da won’t reign on the podi¬ 
um at the Olympics, he be¬ 
lieves government and or¬ 
ganizers did the right thing 
in putting together the 
$117-million Own the Podi¬ 


um program. 

“The ambition to say that 
you will be No. 1 and have 
more medals than the rest 
of the countries was maybe 
a bit ambitious,” he said. 

“You need to have a high 
goal. If it’s too low, it does¬ 
n’t express ambition so you 
have to set a high bar.” 

It is in the athletes that 
Rogge appears to find inspi¬ 
ration. 

He remains upset by the 
death of Georgian luger 
Nodar Kumaritashvili and 
admired the courage of 
Canada’s Joannie Rochette, 
who took to the ice in fig¬ 
ure skating only days after 
the death of her mother.

Gold could be worth $1M 


Sweet deals, but not here 

• U.S. snowboarder Shaun White went into the Vancouver 
Games with $7.5 million US earned from sponsors last year, in¬ 
cluding Burton, Target, and Red Bull, Forbes magazine reported. 


What’s a gold medal 
worth to an Olympic ath¬ 
lete in Canada? More than 
a million dollars in corpo¬ 
rate sponsorships, a lead¬ 
ing sports marketing 
agent says. 

Several athletes could 
qualify for superstar treat¬ 
ment as the Games draw to 
a close, Elliott Kerr, presi¬ 
dent of Mississauga-based 
Landmark Sport Group, 


said Thursday. 

“We have a number of 
athletes — not a lot, but a 
few — who should be able 
to generate in excess of 
seven figures from these 
Games,” said Kerr, whose 
agency represents multiple 
medal winner Cindy 
Klassen. The speedslcater 
signed a seven-figure deal 


after the 2006 Games. 

But an agent who repre¬ 
sents corporate sponsors 
cautions that Canada’s ath¬ 
letes and their agents need 
to be realistic. 

Despite the incredible 
popularity of the Vancou¬ 
ver Olympics, Canada is a 
small country with limited 
sponsorship opportunities, 


said Keith McIntyre of K. 
Mac & Associates in 
Burlington. 

While athletes south of 
the border can command 
multi-million-dollar deals, 
it’s rare for a Canadian 
medal winner to earn 
more than $500,000 from 
corporate deals, he said. 

Gold medal ice-dancing 
pair Tessa Virtue and Scott 
Moir were relative un¬ 
knowns who are now seen 
as eminently bankable, 
Kerr said.

And in a way, that helps ex¬ 
plain what the Olympics 
have done to this city. 

You can be cynical about 
the five-ring circus for good 
reason. But it’s hard not to 
be swept up in the celebra¬ 
tory feel of the place, even 
from 15 floors up at 2 am.

Team Canada would do 
well to adopt the attitude 
of its most consistent per¬ 
former heading into a po¬ 
tentially dangerous semi¬ 
final against Slovakia. 

Jonathan Toews has 
stood tall in the pressure- 
packed Olympic men’s 
tournament, taking his 
game to another level and 
leading the event with sev¬ 
en points and a plus-9 rat¬ 
ing. At just 21, he’s the 
youngest forward on the 
Canadian team and he’s in¬ 
tent on doing everything 
he can to stay in the mo¬ 
ment. 

“There’s a lot of pressure 
and there are a lot of eyes 
watching,” Toews said 
Thursday. 

“It’s a tremendous op¬ 
portunity for any player to 
be in a situation like this. 
You’ve got to ask yourself: 
‘How many more chances 
are you going to get like 
this?’ You’ve got to take ad¬ 
vantage of it and really 
play your best and enjoy it 
as much as you can. 

“That’s what I’m trying 
to do.” 

Next up for Canada is a 
Slovakian team (Friday at 
7:30 p.m. on CTV) that has 
pulled a few surprises so 
far. 

Coming on the heels of 
the breathtaking quarter¬ 
final victory over Russia, 
there seems to be a grow¬ 
ing feeling among the 
Canadian public that a 
path to the gold-medal fi¬ 
nal is all but assured. 

However, the Canadian 
players were being much 
more cautious than fans 
and reporters, a wise move

Going out strong 

Horcoff, Penner look to step up games in final stretch

Shawn Horcoff and Dustin 
Penner have had distinct¬ 
ly different seasons with 
the Edmonton Oilers 
through 61 games. But 
both are looking for a sol¬ 
id finish as they emerge 
from the NHL’s Olympic 
break. 

For Horcoff, struggling 
through the most difficult 
stretch of his career during 
the first year of a new con¬ 
tract paying him $7 million 
US this season, the next 21 
games represent a chance 
to find his game. 

Penner got off to the best 
start of his career and made 
himself a candidate for 
Canada’s Olympic team be¬ 
fore tailing off. The stretch 
drive provides an opportu¬ 
nity to finish as strongly as 
he started. 

With the Oilers out of 
playoff contention, 25 
points behind eighth-place 
Calgary in the Western 
Conference, it’s not surpris¬ 
ing Horcoff and Penner are 
looking ahead instead of 
behind. 

“I feel refreshed and, 
hopefully, I’ll be recharged 
to finish strong, the way I 
started,” said Penner, who 
travelled to Hawaii, as did 
Horcoff, during the break. 

Horcoff, 31, had three as¬ 
sists in a 7-3 loss to Ana¬ 
heim in the Oilers’ final 
game before the break, but 
has struggled mightily to 
generate any kind of offen¬ 


sive consistency. Horcoff 
has managed just 20 points 
(six goals, 14 assists) in the 
56 games he's played, many 
of them with a nagging 
shoulder injury that’s ham¬ 
pered his play. He hasn’t 
scored a goal in 19 games. 

“I, personally, would like 
to get back to playing the 
level of hockey I know I can 
play,” said Horcoff. “It’s ob¬ 
viously been a frustrating 
and trying season. It’s been 
disappointing on all fronts. 

“You never want to go in¬ 
to a long off-season with a 
negative taste in your 
mouth. You’d like to finish 


the season strong and on a 
positive note.” 

Worse than modest of¬ 
fensive numbers for Hor¬ 
coff, who prides himself on 
playing a two-way game 
and had a career-high 73 
points in 2005-06, is his mi¬ 
nus-29 rating. He’s last in 
the entire NHL. 

“There’s times during the 
season when you’re playing 
well and you just don’t get 
the bounces to get rolling 
and get some confidence,” 
Horcoff said. “I’m hoping I 
can find that here in the 
last 20 games.”

review Early on in 
Frozen, three young 
skiers begin to debate a 
morbid topic — the worst 
way to die. 

Sure it may be a sly bit 
of thematic foreshadow¬ 
ing on filmmaker Adam 
Green’s part but it also 
summarizes this thriller’s 
best asset — anticipation. 

Without apology, the di¬ 
rector borrows from leg¬ 
endary auteur Alfred 
Hitchcock in this attempt 
at a tightly-wound single¬ 
set thriller that relies less 
on gore (unlike Green’s 
2006 cult-hit Hatchet) and 
more on uncovering the 
inner psychological fears 
we restrain — acrophobia, 
isolation and of course, 
death by frostbite (what 
else?). 

After college buddies Joe 
(X-Men’s Shawn Ashmore), 
Dan (Kevin Zegers) and 
Parker (Emma Bell) scam 
their way into one last late- 
day chair lift up a ski hill, a 
communication break¬ 
down leaves the trio ma¬ 
rooned mid-ride. 

While the movie doesn’t 


exploit fear of heights as 
much as one would expect, 
Green does successfully 
create some moments in¬ 
volving frostbite and those 


waiting wolves. Sure the 
thrills are as lean as the 
premise is thin; plus, the 
ending is abruptly irre¬ 
deemable. But for all its 


shortcomings, Frozen is a 
well-intentioned should at 
least quench those curiosi¬ 
ties about one of the worst 
ways to die.

The Crazies — director 
Breck Eisner's intense 
remake of George A. 
Romero's same named 
1973 thriller — is not a 
zombie film. 

Sure, it deals with a cata¬ 
clysmic viral outbreak that 
turns its hosts into blister¬ 
ing madmen and yes, it 
carries the weight of Dawn 
of the Dead guru Romero’s 
name. 

But the fiends in The 
Crazies are not dead, nor 
do they hunger for hu¬ 
man flesh. Even at their 
most vile, they retain a 
semblance of their hu¬ 


manity and it’s that touch 
that gives this elegantly 
constructed shocker its 
soul. 

The film casts always 
magnetic actor Timothy 
Olyphant (mining his iron 
jawed lawman character 
from HBO’s Deadwood) as 
a small town Nebraska 
Sheriff who gets swept up 
in the traumatic events fol¬ 
lowing an outbreak of a 
biochemical virus nick¬ 
named “Trixie” (Romero’s 
original film is also known 
under the title Code Name: 
Trixie). 

Said virus drives its vic¬ 
tims to engage in their 
basest, most hostile im¬ 
pulses while their bodies 
ooze and bleed out. It ain’t 
pretty, nor is it meant to 
be. 

Although The Crazies 
has its fair share of arm¬ 
rest shredding shocks, it’s 
the relationship between 
Olyphant and his possibly 
infected wife (played by

the chisel faced Australian 
beauty Radha Mitchell) 
that keeps you watching 
and engaged. 

The dynamic turns from 
the two leads are matched 
by Eisner’s effective and 
unpretentious directing, 
Mark Isham’s rumbly but 
unobtrusive score and 
most impressively, 


Maxime Alexandre’s ab¬ 
solutely splendid cine¬ 
matography. 

There are many quiet 
stretches in The Crazies 
where Eisner just lets 
Alexandre’s lens capture 
characters walking down 
dead roads or, as in the 
film’s eerie climax, stand¬ 
ing dwarfed against burnt 


orange skies. 

It’s clear the director is 
as concerned with mood 
and textural beauty as he 
is with glistening viscera, 
charred corpses or stray 
bone saws. 

As in the work of 
Romero, there’s a dose of 
social criticism simmering 
on the sidelines and ulti¬ 


mately — outside of a few 
sloppy jump scare cheats 
— The Crazies is a smart, 
sophisticated and refresh¬ 
ingly serious minded hor¬ 
ror film made by adults for 
adults. A bloody (often very 
bloody) good show.

review The Last Station is 
about revered Russian au¬ 
thor Leo Tolstoy (War And 
Peace), but anyone con¬ 
cerned that they’ll need a 
thorough understanding of 
his lengthy texts to appre¬ 
ciate the movie needn’t 
worry. 

This isn’t a dry academic 
study of Tolstoy’s work, but 
a film about romance both 
young and old, told with a 
gentle and often surprising 
sense of humour. It’s a rent¬ 
able human comedy that 
should appeal to anyone 
who appreciates clever writ¬ 
ing, careful characteriza¬ 
tion, and exceptional act¬ 
ing. 

The film takes place at 
Leo Tolstoy’s estate during 
the final days of his life. The 
author (Christopher Plum¬ 


mer) faces the difficult deci¬ 
sion of whether to leave the 
rights to his life’s work as 
an inheritance to his family 


or to the people in keeping 
with his political beliefs. 

A battle rages between 
Tolstoy’s wife Sofia (Helen 


Mirren) and his advisor 
Vladimir Chertkov (a hilari¬ 
ous Paul Giamatti). But de¬ 
spite this historical back¬ 
drop, the film is primarily a 
study of the long and loving 
relationship between Tol¬ 
stoy and Sophia, contrasted 
with the burgeoning young 
love between Tolstoy’s sec¬ 
retary (James McAvoy) and a 
young woman whom he 
meets on the estate. 

Writer/director Michael 
Hoffman fills his film with 
gentle humour and some 
intriguing observations 
about human nature. He’s 
crafted a surprisingly spry 
and entertaining character 
piece and is wise enough to 
let his actors to run the 
show. 

Plummer expresses the 
appropriate gravitas as Tol¬ 
stoy, while also showing 
enough flaws to be more 
human than icon. 

However, it’s Helen Mir¬ 
ren who steals the movie as 
the troubled Sophia. 
Watching her threaten, 
mock, and seduce her hus¬ 
band is a joy that should 
earn the actress some well- 
deserved awards and nomi¬ 
nations.

Zeus steps out of shadow 

Jason Collett backup band hailed as next big thing in Canadian rock

The history of rock music 
is littered with backup 
bands. Some you've never 
heard of, but others, like 
The Band (Bob Dylan) and 
The Eagles (Linda 
Ronstadt), are at least as 
famous as the acts they 
supported. 

While Zeus still have a 
while to go before they 
reach Hotel California sta¬ 
tus, they’ve already 
stepped out of their em¬ 
ployer’s shadow. 

For the last couple of 
years, the Toronto-based 
foursome has been Jason 
Collett’s backup band, 
providing the tight, indie 
pop spine to the singer’s 
Dylan-inspired tunes. 

The partnership has 
been a fruitful one — Col¬ 
lett’s never sounded bet¬ 
ter, while Zeus was able to 
learn a few things with¬ 
out the pressure of releas¬ 
ing their own albums. “Ja¬ 
son was a real inspiration 
for arranging,” says Carlin 
Nicholson, the band’s 
bassist and co-founder. 
“He’s got this I don’t give 
a s— style that I love.” 

Not only did the group 
play with Collett, they 
recorded with him too, 
acting as producers on his 
latest record Rat a Tat Tat. 
It was natural to work 
with him in that capacity 
too — they already know 
how the Broken Social

Scene member ticks, so 
they didn’t do as much ar¬ 
ranging as they normally 
do when they produce 
other musicians. 

“A lot of trust has built 
up over the years with Ja¬ 
son,” Nicholson explains. 
“We’d just add harmonies 
and produce his esthetic. 
We know what he likes.” 

It was eventual that the 
group would record their 
own music — the mem¬ 
bers had released albums 
with other acts — and af¬ 
ter Collett played some of 
their tunes to his label, 
Arts & Crafts, the stage 
was set for the band’s full- 
length debut.

n front of a packed au¬ 
ditorium at the By: 
Larm Music Festival, 
Peter Hook, co-founder 
of both Joy Division 
and New Order, is holding 
forth. He’s just released a 
book on one of most infa¬ 
mous money pits in the 
history of music. Hooky is 
here to explain how not to 
run a nightclub. He means, 
of course, Manchester’s in¬ 
famous Hagienda. 

“Rob Gretton, our man¬ 
ager, and (Factory Records 
boss) Tony Wilson felt that 


there was nowhere in Man¬ 
chester for people like us 
to go and we should put it 
right. They came to us 
with a budget of £40,000 
($65,000) split between us 
and Factory, which escalat¬ 
ed to £350,000 ($560,000).” 

And that was just the be¬ 
ginning. While lots of 
money eventually came 
through the doors, no one 
kept track of operating 
costs. Even at the peak of 
the acid rave days of ’87- 
’88, the club lost $16,000 a 
month. 

“We didn’t find out until 
the taxman came by. We 
told the girl at reception 
‘When he comes, give him 
these books (the ‘legal’ 
ones), not those books.’ 
Guess which ones she gave 
him?” 

This triggered a full-scale 
spelunking of the Hagien-

da’s accounting methods. 
“The taxman must have 
thought all his Christ¬ 
mases had come at once. 
Not only did he investigate 
us individually, he investi¬ 
gated Factory, the Hagien¬ 


da, New Order and Joy Di¬ 
vision.” 

T-shirts were a problem. 
Incredibly, Joy Division 
never issued official t- 
shirts. Tax Man didn’t be¬ 
lieve that, so he fined 
them for not reporting tax 
on the sale of t-shirts they 
never made or sold. And as 
a final bizarre touch, the 
audit ended with tax offi¬ 
cials queuing up to have 
their New Order records 
autographed. 

“We got the record tax 
fine for a group in Eng¬ 
land: £875,000 ($1.4 mil¬ 
lion). It took us ten years to 
pay it off. Thanks to the 
Hagienda, Joy Division and 
New Order did not earn 
any money. But Tony Wil¬ 
son did say we should 
thank the tax man because 
we wouldn’t write such 
great music if we weren’t
